uprising. 
Reports are being giyen out daily to 
describe the encounters between the 
government soldiers and the rebels. 
Yet there is no evidence that a single 
rebel leader has been killed or cap 
tured, or even that any one of them 
has been pursued or attacked. 
Mean 
while the United States is using men 
and ships to do what it is the place of 
the Cuban government to do.

The Gnwnment's Pail In III! 
Panic nt 1907. 


New York, June 14,—The part that 
the government took in allaying the 
panic of 1907 by sending $12.000,009 
to national banks in this city and $28. 
000,000 to banks in other parts of the 
country, was explained to the “money 
trust” probers by Geo. Cortelyou, pres 
ident of the Consolidated Gas compa 
ny, former secretary of the treasury. 
He told of a conference he had while 
a member of the cabinet in New York 
on the evening of Oct. 22, 1907, with 
New- York bankers at th*» Hotel Man­ 
hattan. 
At this meeting he said h* 
gave his word to the bankers that he 
would do all that he possibly could to 
bring about relief in the financial sit 
nation. 
He then issued a statement 
he said, as a result of the conferences 
that the government would at once 
put $25,000,000 at the disposal of the 
New' York banks in addition to $6,000. 
000 which he had ordered on Oct. 22 
sent to many banks. 
He declared that

ferences exactly where the money was 
to go, neither was there an.v differen 
Nation 
between strictly commercial 
business and relieving the tightness of 
the money market on the stock ex 
change.

has been acute for sev eral years, but 
this is tiie first presidential contest in 
which this dev ice for ascertaining the 
popular will lias figured. 
F.v en now. 
in spite of the attention they hav e a t­ 
tracted, real preferential primaries fi>r 
tiie selection <>f presidential candidates 
are established by law in only a small 
minority of the states. 
The first sta» e 
to enact a presidential primary law 
was Oregon in 1910. 
The other states 
which hav e adopted tiie innov ation in 
some form or another are California. 
Illinois, Maryland, Massachusetts. Min­ 
nesota, Nebraska. New Jersey, North 
and 
South 
Dakota 
and 
Wisconsin 
Pennsylv ania and Ohio hav e not pref­ 
erential pri&iaries in the ordinary sense 
of the term. 
They choose congress 
district delegates to the national coti 
v ention by primary, but. leav e ttie elec­ 
tion of delegates at large to a state 
conv ention, 
in accordance 
with 
old 
usage. 
Maine and Michigan hav e prefereu 
tiai primary laws, but they were not 
j 
operativ e 
in 
this 
year’s 
campaign. 
‘‘Voluntary” presidential primaries are 
In v ogue in sev eral states, including 
Kansas, Georgia. Florida and R hode 
Island. 
In all the states the agitation 
for the new system was led by the sup 
porters of Roosev elt and Wilson. 


N orth D a k o ta B ra n d of P rim a ry . 
In North Dakota no restrictions are 
imposed upon legal v oters. 
Any man 
may express his preference without re 
gard to his party affiliations at the last 
election. 
The North Dakota law re 
quires tiie delegates to take an oath 
to v ote in exact accordance with their 
Instructions. 
This means that they 
cannot shift their v ote from La Fol 
iette, to whom they are pledged, to 
any other candidate whose nam e may 
come before the conv ention, nor could 
they under the terms of the law v ote 
to make unanimous the v ote for any 
other candidate, ev en though all the 
other delegates should so v ote. 
This 
prov ision, howev er, is of little prac­ 
tical effect since the delegates, if they 
ignored it. would be amenable to no 
punishment under the penal code and 
since, if they were held to hav e com 
mitted an offense, it would come un 
der the Jurisdiction of Illinois and not 
of North Dakota. 
The Illinois primary, which played 
so important a part iu the successes of 
Colonel Roosev elt, was the result of 
the passage of an emergency bill sigu 
ed by Gov ernor Deueen on a sickbed 
late in March. 
Uuder Its prov isions 
the v ote of each congress district is 


adv isory to the national conv ention 
delegates from that district, and the 
v ote of the state at large is adv isory 
to the delegates at large. 
Petitions for 
candidates must bear 110 fewer than 
1.500 names. 


A N atio n al P r im a r y Proposed. 
An objection frequently made to tIn­ 
state presidential primary is that it 
forces tiie unit rule upon the delegates 
and nullifies the instruction of the com 
uiunities which elected the delegate** 
who are in tiie minority. 
This objec­ 
tion lias been met by the proposition 
that, instead of state primaries to ex 
press a preference for a presidential 
nominee, 
national 
presidential 
pri­ 
maries should be held. 
Senator Cum 
mins this spring introduced a bill to 
that effect, which failed to excite much 
enthusiasm in the senate. 
It proposed 
a national primary to be held on July 
8 and ev ery four years thereafter on 
tiie second Monday of July. 
The re 
suits of soch a primary election would 
be canv assed by a “national board for 
primary elections.” and the candidate 
of each political party receiv ing the 
greatest number of v otes would be cer­ 
tified by tiiat board as the candidate 
to be v oted upon in the Nov ember elec­ 
tions. 
The hill would require primary elec­ 
tions of candidates for president, v ice 
president and presidential electors. The 
names of candidates on primary bal­ 
lots under the bill would be arranged 
iu separate columns, with one column 
headed “ indei>endent of party.” 
If it were passed the Cummins bill 
would mean the end of tiie national 
conv entions of the great parties. More 
than that, it would probably mean 
the abolition of the electoral college 
and of tiie possibility of the election 
of a presidential candidate who has ac­ 
tually receiv ed a smaller popular v ote 
than his unsuccessful opponent. 
Among the objections urged against 
the new primary system is its failure, 
as its opponents allege, to bring a large 
proportion of the v oters to the polls. 
The v ote in North Dakota was small, 
and tha t in New York, which had a 
primary 
characterized 
by 
Colonel 
Roosev elt as “a criminal farce,” was 
much smaller comparativ ely. 
In III! 
Dois and Pennsylv ania, howev er, tiie 
general interest displayed and tiie size 
of the v ote polled were such as to giv e 
little color to this objection. 


A n Unprecedented Spectacle. 
If it has done nothing else the first 
trial of the presidential primary has 
furnished the people of the United 
States a new experience. Nev er before 
hav e a president and an ex-president 
“stum ped” the country in a contest for 
delegates. 
A fter trips to Massaehu- 
sets and Maine in tiie interests of his 
candidacy Colonel 
Roosev elt v isited 
Illinois on the ev e of the primary elec­ 
tion and reaped the rew ard of liis dili­ 
gence in the ov erwhelming v ictory in 
the Prairie State which gav e his can -1 
didacy Its first decided Impetus. 
Then 
came the upheav al in Pennsylv ania, to 
which he had giv en some personal at­ 
tention, though not so much as to Illi­ 
nois. As the date of the Massachusetts 
primaries approached, both the colonel 
and the president decided that an im­ 
portant Job of fence mending called 
them to the Bay State, and they con 
ducted

operations— 
strangely enough, as It appeared to the 
onlookers—with

The result was so little decisiv e (many 
of the Massachusetts v oters, by the

Washington, Ju ne 13.—On its action 
repealing 
the 
Canadian 
reciprocity 
act, inclu ding the free print paper pro­ 
v ision, the senate v oted, 33 to 2m 
to “stand pat." 
When the bill rev is 
ing the steel schedu le was sent ov er 
from the hou se with a message notify 
ing the senate that the hou se had re 
fu sed to concu r in the senate amend 
ments and asked fo r a conference, S’ n- 
ator Simmons of North Carolina Dern 
ocratic tariff leader, mov ed that th* 
senate recede from the amendment r< 
pealing the Canadian act, bu t the mo 
tion was v oted down and on the mo 
tion of Senator Lodge the bill was sent 
to the conference com m ittee of the 
two hou ses with the senate insisting 
on its reciprocity amendment. 
Congrcf-s is certain to be deadlocked 
on that qu estion. 
The opjronents of 
reciprocity hav e reached an agreement 
on a $2 rate per ton on print paper, 
the world ov er. 
They hav e serv ed no­ 
tice on the other side that they will 
permit no tariff legislation to go to the 
president u nless it carries with it an 
appeal of the Canadian reciprocity act, 
inclu ding the free print paper prov i­ 
sion. 
To this end they declare they 
will offer am endm ents to each of the 
tariff hills as they come u p in the sen­ 
ate, prov ided the conferees do not re­ 
tain the prov ision in the bill rev ising 
the steel schedu le. 
The hou se Demo­ 
crats will not consent to the am end­ 
ment repealing the reciprocity law, 
and it looks now as if the entire Dem­ 
ocratic program of tariff legislation 
wou ld he blocked by this issu e.
